The New Stamp Currency. 

The Post Office Department has on an aver- 
og about five hund red thousand dollars worth 
of stampe in cirealation. They can issue one | 
milion of stamps a day, the value of which 
ie about one bundred thousand 
the stamps are to pass from band to baad as | 
currency, they will of course become dis- 
figured, and, therefore, it is thought neces 
gary that some pew Instrument for 
them shall be used, to the end that a strong 
impreesion may be made upon the fue of the | 
stamps. Puneturing has been recomménded, 
but is not well thought of, tor the reason that 
letters frequently contain and other 
valutbies. The stamps other than those that 
are in common use are described as follows : 
—The five, cent are color, wit the 
ten cent, green, with 
the head of Washington; the twelve cent, 
black, with like head; the twenty-four, lilac, 
with same head ; the thirty, yellow, with head 
of Franki: the ninety, blue, with a portrait 
of Washington as a young general. The 
stamps now in use differ from the old ones la 
the fact that the figures are u the upper 
corner. 

The Treasury Department has not yet fully 
decided how to transmute postage stamps 
into a cireulating mediam. Some plan will 
be adopted by which those of different values 
may be combined 60 as to represent the same
